abont referendum 


WILLEMSTAD—“Kranshi” 
director and vice-chairman 
of the Main Voting Bureau 
Harold Daal as well as and 
the Referendum Committee 
Curasao Chairman Douwe 
Boersema are pleased with 
the way things went on 
referendum day. 

There were approximately 
1,000 persons involved in 
organising the referendum. 
Apart from a few incidents, 
there were no major problems, 
according to Daal. 

Some of the minor problems 
included a number of polling 
stations that were not 
accessible. 

The fire brigade had to force 
school gates, as the keys were 
not available. 

Lt. Governor and Chairlady of 
the Main Voting Bureau Lisa 
Dindial did confirm a few 
complaints from employees 
who were not given the legal 
four consecutive hours off to 
cast their vote. The complaints 
were filed with the Labour 
Care Service, which further 
handled the situation. 

Daal said he was proud of 
everything achieved. 

“There were hardly any 
problematical cases or 
incidents, apart from a 
drunken person casting his 
vote in Jan Sofat. Otherwise, 
all was peaceful.” 

This is the second time that 
Daal was involved with an 
electoral process as Kranshi 
director. “Compared to the 
elections in 2007 when we 
first used the SmartMatic 
machines, this referendum 
went smoother and was less 
hectic.” 

Daal remained busy, however. 
“The job was not finished. 
The electronic data had to 
be retrieved from the polling 
machines and the referendum 
outcome had to be verified.” 
The final official outcome will 
be announced on Wednesday, 
May 20. 

Aruba Parliament member 
Dirk Dumfries (MEP) 
observed the referendum 
on behalf of the regional 


platform for political parties 
Copppal. He spoke highly of 
the organization. 

“I congratulate the population 
and the Government of 
Curasao with the referendum: 
It was democratic and 
peaceful.” 


During the day Dumfries 
visited a few polling stations 
and concluded that all 
equipment and personnel 
were in place, all information 
present and that the voting 
went according to democratic 
principles. □

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Ell rejects boost in sugar aid to ACP countries 


An European Union official 
Wednesday rejected calls to 
boost aid to former colonies 
in Africa, the Caribbean 
and Pacific (ACP) to help 
restructure their sugar 
industries. 

“I don’t think that additional 
aid is possible, but the 
(European) Commission 
is certainly looking at 
mechanisms to see how we 
can quickly disburse” funds 
from existing programs, 
said Geert Heikens, head 
of the EU delegation for 
Guyana, Suriname and the 
Netherlands Antilles. 

The ACP states — 48 
African, 16 Caribbean and 
15 Pacific former European 
colonies — are signatories of 
the Lome Convention with 
the European Commission 
on tariff preferences. 

The 1974 Sugar Protocol, 
which had guaranteed 
prices much higher than 
those in the world market 
and agreed individual 
quantities, is expected to end 
in September because the 
World Trade Organization 
(WTO) had ruled that the 
preferential market and 
pricing regime violates free 
trade rules. 

Heikens spoke at the ACP’s 
11th special ministerial 
conference, held in 
the Guyana capital of 
Georgetown, an event that 
brings together the former 
colonies, including some 
of the world’s poorest 
countries. 


ACP’s ministerial 

spokesman on sugar, 
Satya Veyash Faugoo 
from Mauritius, told the 
gathering there was a need 
for greater flexibility and 
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for the European parliament 
to provide more resources. 
The former colonies need 
more funds to adapt to a 36 


percent drop in the price of 
cane sugar since September, 
a reduction that delegates 
say would result in a annual 


loss of200 million euros for 
ACP countries. 

ACP countries want the 
European Union to speed 


up the disbursement of more 
than 1.2 billion euros to the 
13 sugar producing nations 
between 2007 to 2013.Q

In addition 
to winning the 2005 Oscar 
Academy Award as Best 
Actor for his career-defining 
performance in Ray, he 
was nominated in the Best 
Supporting Actor category for 
his part in Collateral, making 
him just the second male actor 
with nominations for two 
different films in the same year. 
Those roles, in conjunction 
with his acclaimed turn in the 
FX Networks’ Redemption, 
led to him being the first 
person ever nominated for 
three acting awards at the 
Golden Globes and four SAG 
awards in one year. 

But Foxx, 37, is quick to point 
out that music isn’t just a 
sideline to his history-making 
acting career. 

“I’ve been working on music 
for the last 15 years,” he 
says. “I don’t do nothing 
sideways. If I’m gonna get it, 
I’m gonna get it 100 percent.” 
He did much of the work on 
UNPREDICTABLE at his own 
home studio, and even on the 
set of his current production, 
Miami Vice, he’s been logging 
hours in a portable studio lent 


to him by super producer 
Timbaland (who manned the 
boards on the album’s “Can I 
Take You Home”). 

In fact, Foxx says that 
the success and notoriety 
he’s enjoyed since his 
breakthrough performance in 
1999’s Any Given Sunday is 
sometimes held against him 
when he focuses on a different 
medium. 

“I’ve been told many times, 
‘I know what you did on the 
acting side and the Oscars 
and all that, but that doesn’t 
mean anything on the music 
side!,”’ he says. “And that’s 
completely wrong, because 
the medium of television has 
bashed that in the head. Music 
is visual now, as well.” 

To convince the skeptics, 
he says, “I had to make sure 
that the album was tight even 
if I didn’t have anybody to 
enhance it.” 

But in the end, Foxx was 
also able to assemble a line¬ 
up of guests that reads like 
a Billboard Top Ten chart— 
Mary J. Blige, Ludacris, and

production by Timbaland, 
Babyface and others. 

Foxx says that these 
collaborations all came 
together naturally. “Those 
are my friends,” he says. 
“These are people I’ve formed 
relationships with over the 
years, thrown parties for, hung 
out with.” 

The Texas-born former star of 
In Living Color and The Jamie 
Foxx Show notes that these 
artists all share a drive and 
passion he was able to relate 
to and learn from. “They’re 
all going to be legends,”he 
says. “They want to win—not 
just for the monetary thing, 
but for the soul and the spirit. 
That history does something 
fantastic to your body and 
your soul. If it feels that good 
in the studio, when it gets out 
there with that Clive Davis 
presentation, man, people are 
in trouble!” 

Hooking up with Clive 
Davis—Chairman & CEO, 
BMG, US, and the music 
legend behind superstars 
from Janis Joplin to Santana 
to Alicia Keys—was part of 
Foxx’s vision for his music 
career. In 2005, he engineered 
a performance at Davis’s 
famous pre-Grammy party 
at the Beverly Hills Hotel, 
as a way to showcase his 
talent directly to the top. “I’d 
been to the Clive Davis party 
before,” he says, “and I was 
like, I know how it is, it’s high 
ground up in here, you got to 
come in legendary already. So 
I used a little of my comedy to 
break the ice, and then slipped 
my singing in on them before 
they even knew what was 
happening.” A performance 
of “Slow Jamz” alongside 
Kanye West and Twista led to 
an impromptu sing-off with 
Alicia Keys and Angie Stone. 
By evening’s end, Davis was 


a believer and, says Foxx, “I 
knew I had performed in the 
right place for the right people 
at the right time.” 

True to the album’s title, 
Foxx points to a few songs 
on UNPREDICTABLE as the 
most surprising, and thus the 
ones he’s proudest of. “There’s 
a song called ‘I Wish You Were 
Here, ’ about my grandmother,” 
he says. “It’s a heavy, heavy 
song — we put it at the end 
of the album, because I want 
people to bump and grind 
and enjoy themselves before 
they get to that. That’s the 
one that measures your soul.” 
The track “Til I Met Your 
Sister,” he says, presents a 
new perspective on a slippery 
situation. “It’s about a guy 
having this infidelity with his 
girl’s sister,” says Foxx, “but 
nobody ever has sung about 
that in a way where it’s not 
embarrassing, it’s not jokey, 
it’s really serious—like, we 
really did click and there’s no 
way I can fight it.” 

So did he feel any pressure 
in following Ray? Was it 
hard to find the motivation 
to be creative after giving the 
performance of a lifetime? 
Foxx waves off such concerns. 
“If you go to the mountaintop,” 
he says, “and you hit the very 
top, even if you go down a 
hundred feet, you’re still on 
that mountain, and you can 
still see a whole lot of things. 
We got a lot of things we 
passed up ‘cause we were on 
our way to the top. Now we’re 
gonna go down and maybe 
set up camp, have a barbecue 
down here, have a little party 
over there. That’s what we’re 
doing now. 

“We just didn’t let the curtain 
go down,” says Jamie Foxx 
with a laugh. 

“We’re at the after party right 
now.’Q

returning to her place of birth 
Kingston, Jamaica to start fresh 
as an entrepreneur looking 
to grab a piece of the Cyber 
Market with an Internet Cafe. 
Down but not out Etana still 
wanted to do music but only 
in her own way, she wanted to 
send a different message and 
portray a more eloquent look 
and this opportunity came in 

2005 when a friend brought 
her to Fifth Element who at 
the time was prospering from 
the strength of Richie Spice 
who was heavily booked for 
several American and European 
Tours. Auditioning for a shot at 
becoming the backup vocalist 
for Spice Etana vocally floored 
his management team and was 
handed a plane ticket to do a few 
shows in the U.S. The ensuing 
fifteen months followed with 
the now permanent songstress 
soaking up valued experience 
as a stage performer with 
performance credits in Europe 
and North America. Eager to 
make her own mark Etana 
boldly attempted a hit single 
one day while chilling with the 
guitar player and Percussionist 
from Richie Spice’s band. 
The idea had been floating in 
her thoughts for weeks and 
like magic the melody for her 
debut smash single “Wrong 
Address” was bom. Simple 
yet effective the single was a 
fusion of Jazz and Reggae, it 
was the first of its kind and in 

2006 the song was rewarded 
with heavy radio rotations 
plunging it in the number 1 
position of several local charts. 

Describing her style back then 
Etana was quoted as saying 
“I do music straight from the 
heart, straight from the soul, 
straight from the people i see 
in everyday life” and so came 
about her second major hit 
Roots which was an intriguing 
mix of African and reggae 
cultural sounds fused with 
Jamaican Creole. The song 
became an anthem because 
of the definitive statement 
“You can’t water down and 
dilute” featured in the choms. 
Video’s for both songs helped 
bring Etana to the forefront of 
Reggae and during the summer 
and winter of2007 she made her 
mark as a solo artist performing 


on international events like 
Reggae Sumfest, Fully 
Loaded, ATI Live Concert, 
Irie Jamboree, Welcome to 
Jamrock and Guinness Sting.

NYC terror case latest of 
many homegrown plots

NEWBURGH, New York (AP) — The 
four men were ex-convicts who envisioned 
themselves as holy warriors, ambitious enough 
to concoct a plot to blow up synagogues and 
military planes, authorities said. 

But they were amateurs every step of the way. 
They had trouble finding guns and bought 
cameras at Wal-Mart to photograph their 
targets. One was a convicted purse snatcher, 
another smoked marijuana the day the plot was 
to be carried out. 

Muslims fueled by hatred of America and 
Jews, they spent months scouting targets and 
securing what they thought was a surface-to-air 
missile system and powerful explosives — all 
under the watch of an FBI informant. 

The four were arrested late Wednesday outside 
a synagogue in the Bronx, following a long line 
of homegrown, headline-making terror plots 
since the attacks of Sept. 11, 2001 that never 
came close to reality because the FBI inserted 
itself in the earliest stages. 

The bombs they planted outside two synagogues 
Wednesday were useless, packed with inert 
explosives supplied by the FBI instead of the 
Pakistani terrorist group they had pledged to 
support, according to a criminal complaint. 
Still, officials see the case as a vivid reminder 
of risks the U.S. faces from homegrown 


“It’s hard to envision a more chilling plot,” 
assistant U.S. attorney Eric Snyder said. “These 
are extremely violent men.” 

James Cromitie, David Williams, Onta Williams 
and Laguerre Payen were calm as they appeared 
in court Thursday with their hands shackled, to 
answer charges of conspiracy to use weapons 
of mass destruction within the United States 
and conspiracy to acquire and use anti-aircraft 
missiles. They did not enter pleas and were 
held without bail; they face life in prison if 
convicted. 

Besides destroying the two synagogues in the 
heavily Jewish Riverdale section of the Bronx, 
they intended to shoot down planes at the Air 
National Guard base in Newburgh, about 50 
miles (80 kilometers) north of New York City, 
prosecutors said. 

Relatives said the defendants were down-on- 
their-luck men who worked at places like Wal- 
Mart, a landscaping company and a warehouse 
when they weren’t behind bars. Payen’s lawyer 
said he was “intellectually challenged” and on 
medication for schizophrenia. Marilyn Reader 
said he has “a very low borderline” IQ. 

David Williams’ relatives said they were 
shocked by the allegations against a man they 
knew as a good father to his 7-year-old daughter 
and newborn son.

In a unique bit of Washington 
theater, former Vice President 
Dick Cheney delivered his 
own address just one minute 
later, defending the Bush 
administration’s creation of the 
prison camp at the U.S. Naval 
base in Cuba as vigorously as 
Obama denounced it.

Obama, appearing at the 
National Archives with its 
immensely symbolic backdrop 
of the nation’s founding 
documents, said shutting down 
Guantanamo would “enlist 
our values” to make America 
safer. Speaking a day after an 
overwhelming congressional 
rebuke to his pledge to close 
the prison, he forcefully 


declared the camp a hindrance 
— not a help — to preventing 
future terrorist attacks. He 
contends that the prison, 
which has held hundreds of 
detainees for years without 
charges or trials, motivates 
U.S. enemies overseas. 

The president promised to 
work with lawmakers to 
develop “an appropriate 
legal regime” for those who 
can’t be tried and are too 
dangerous to be released. 
Still, he did not provide the 
level of detail about his plans 
that lawmakers, including 
Democrats, demanded in a 
90-6 Senate vote denying 
money for the shutdown on 
Wednesday. 

Cheney, in his own speech, 
denounced some of Obama’s 
actions since taking office 
as “unwise in the extreme” 
and “recklessness cloaked 
in righteousness,” repeating 
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his contention from a 
series of headline-grabbing 
appearances recently that the 
new president is endangering 
the country by turning aside 
Bush-era policies. The former 
vice president, a primary 
architect of the Bush approach, 
accused Obama of looking 
for “a political strategy, not a 
national security strategy.” 
However, neither Cheney nor 
Obama brought significant 
new information to bear on 
the debate that has roiled 
Washington for weeks. Instead, 
each presented what amounted 
to lengthy — and dueling 
— summations of entrenched 
positions. Reaction afterward 
followed well-tilled ground as 
well, with no sign that Obama 
was winning the votes he will 
need to close the prison. 

As Obama has made one 
decision after another on 
Bush-era terror-fighting 
tools, liberals have expressed 
dismay at what they view as 
a Democratic president acting 
much like his Republican 
predecessor. 

They cite Obama’s moves 
to reverse himself and fight 
the court-ordered release 
of prisoner-abuse photos, 
to revive military tribunals 
for some terror suspects 
(although he is revamping 
how they would work), to 
oppose a truth commission 
to investigate past detainee 
treatment and to continue 
using in some cases Bush’s 
“state secrets” doctrine that 
claims unchecked presidential 
power to prevent information 
disclosure in court. 

In his speech, Obama backed 
down from none of these 
positions, and defended them 
all. Human rights and civil 
liberties groups, given a 
personal preview of the speech 
by the president a day earlier, 
were not assuaged. 

“The president wrapped 
himself in the Constitution and 
then proceeded to violate it,” 
said Michael Ratner, president 
of the Center for Constitutional 
Rights, a human rights group. 
On the other side, Obama has 
invited conservative criticism 
for banning harsh “enhanced” 
methods of interrogating 
terrorist suspects, for releasing 
memos detailingthe techniques 
and the Bush administration’s 
legal justification for them, 
and for promising to close the 
Guantanamo Bay facility by 


next January. 

Shutting down the Caribbean 
island prison, which has 
left the U.S. open to global 
condemnation since its 
inception and still holds 240 
prisoners, is the most fraught 
— both logistically and 
politically. 

Obama wants to release some 
of the prisoners to their home 
countries, send some who can’t 
be let go to other nations for 
detention, and try some either 
through military tribunals 
or in regular federal courts. 
He called a fifth category, an 
unspecified number who can 
neither be tried nor released, 
“the toughest issue we will 
face.” 

Actually, each category poses 
significant problems. 

Abroad, U.S. officials are 
having very minimal success 
persuading allies to take 
those deemed suitable for 
release, some 50 of the 240 by 
Obama’s count. 

At home, politicians from both 
parties are balking at the idea 
of terror suspects — either 
those convicted in a judicial 
proceeding or those to be held 
indefinitely — being housed 
in their communities. 

This has handed Republicans 
a rare point-scoring 
opportunity. They were even 
helped this week when FBI 
Director Robert Mueller said 
it would be risky to relocate 
Guantanamo prisoners to U.S. 
facilities. As a result, both the 
House and Senate now are 
on record against Obama’s 
request for $81 million to 
close Guantanamo without a 
detailed accounting of where 
the detainees will go. 

The White House announced 
Thursday’s speech last week 
shortly after news surfaced 
that Cheney was planning his. 
Aides scheduled it for the hour 
just before the former vice 
president’splannedappearance 
at the American Enterprise 
Institute, a conservative think 
thank. 

The aim was to rebut Cheney’s 
campaign with all the power 
of the presidency — not only 
Obama’s singular rhetorical 
skills but also the ability of 
any White House to apply 
nearly unlimited resources to 
event-staging. 

But it also had the effect of 
elevating Cheney to equal 
billing in television shows, 
Webcasts and newspapers.^ 
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Ex-soldler spared death sentence for Iraq murders

PADUCAH, Kentucky (AP) 
— An ex-soldier convicted 
of raping and killing an Iraqi 
teen and murdering her family 
was spared the death penalty 
Thursday and will serve a 
life sentence after jurors 
couldn’t agree unanimously 
on a punishment for a brutal 
crime that the defense blamed 
partly on combat stress and a 
lack of military leadership. 
After an afternoon of card 
playing, sex talk and drinking 
Iraqi whiskey, Pfc. Steven 
Dale Green, 24, and three 
other soldiers in March 2006 
went to the home of 14-year- 
old Abeer Qassim al-Janabi 
near Mahmoudiya, about 20 
miles (32 kilometers) south 
of Baghdad. Green shot and 
killed the teen’s mother, 
father and sister, then became 
the third soldier to rape the 
girl before shooting her in 
the face. 

Federal jurors who convicted 
Green of rape and murder 
on May 7 told the judge 
they couldn’t agree on the 
appropriate sentence after 
deliberating for more than 
10 hours over two days. 
Their choices were a death 
sentence or life in prison 
without parole. Since they 
could not unanimously agree 
on either sentence, life in 
prison had to be the verdict. 
Green’s father, John, and 
brother, Doug, sighed as the 
verdict was read. 

“It’s the better of two bad 
choices,” said John Green. 
His son will be sentenced 
Sept. 4 by U.S. District Judge 
Thomas B. Russell. 

Green’s attorneys never 
denied Green’s involvement 
in the attack, instead focusing 
on building a case that he 
didn’t deserve the death 
penalty. They presented 
former Marines and other 
soldiers with whom Green 
served who testified that he

faced an unusually stressful 
combat tour in Iraq in a unit 
that suffered heavy casualties 
and didn’t receive sufficient 
Army leadership while 
serving in Iraq’s “Triangle of 
Death.” 

Enemy attacks killed two 
command sergeants, a 
lieutenant and a specialist in 
Green’s unit over 12 days in 
December 2005. Jurors also 
were told that Green’s unit 
was left alone to run a traffic 
checkpoint for several weeks 
without a break. 

The other soldiers who 
attacked the family are 
serving lengthy sentences 
in military prison, but will 
be eligible for parole. They 
testified against Green, who 
was tried in federal court as a 
civilian because he had been 
discharged from the Army 
before his arrest. 

One of Green’s attorneys, 
Darren Wolff, said his 
client twice offered to plead 
guilty, but the U.S. Justice 
Department refused amid 
international pressure for a 
conviction. 

“Mr. Green will spend the 


rest of his life in jail and the 
events of March 12, 2006, 
have forever changed the 
lives of many,” Wolff said. 
“It is a tragic case on so many 
levels.” 

Jurors heard testimony from 
an Army nurse practitioner 
who saw Green for combat 
stress, 11 days after two 
sergeants were killed by an 
insurgent. 

Green told the nurse that 
he wanted to kill Iraqi 
civilians and he found the 
mission “pointless,” using 
an expletive. He was given 
medicine to help him sleep 
and he returned to his unit 
less than three months before 
the attack. 

Throughout the trial, defense 
attorneys sought to paint a 
picture of the “Triangle of 
Death” as the most dangerous 
area of the most dangerous 
country on Earth — and 
a place where Green and 
his fellow soldiers served 
without adequate leadership. 
The trial was held in western 
Kentucky because Green 
was a member of the 101st 
Airborne Division, based at 


Fort Campbell, Kentucky, on 
the Tennessee border. 

Doug Green, 26, said the 
jury reached the appropriate 
decision.

Senate passes $91.3 
billion war funding bill

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Senate on Thursday 
passed a $91.3 billion 
military spending bill, 
shorn of money President 
Barack Obama wants to 
close the Guantanamo Bay 
prison but allowing him to 
significantly ramp up the 
U.S. war in Afghanistan. 
The Senate voted 86- 
3 to pass the bill, which 
provides money for military 
and diplomatic operations 
in Iraq and Afghanistan, 
setting up House-Senate 
talks on a compromise 
measure to present to 
Obama next month.

The spending measure 

closely tracks Obama’s 
request for war funds, 
although the $80 million 
he was seeking to close 
the U.S. naval prison at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
was dropped Wednesday. 

A three-day Senate debate 
on the bill featured little 
of the angst over the 
situation in Afghanistan 
that permeated debate in 
the House last week on 
companion legislation. 
Obama is sending more than 
20,000 additional troops 
there and, for the first time 
next year, the annual cost 
of the war in Afghanistan is 
projected to exceed the cost 


of fighting in Iraq. 

With support forces, the 
number of U.S. forces in 
Afghanistan is expected to 
be about 68,000 by the end 
of the year — more than 
double the size of the U.S. 
force at the end of 2008. 
Among the few cautionary 
voices was Democratic Sen. 
Barbara Boxer. 

“I want to give this 
administration ... the 
resources it needs to 
successfully end these 
wars,” Boxer said. “I don’t 
support an open-ended 
commitment of American 
troops to Afghanistan. And 
if we do not see measurable 
progress, we must 
reconsider our engagement 
and strategy there.” 

Debate pretty much fizzled 
after Democrats retreated 
and moved to delete from 
the bill money to close 
Guantanamo, where about 
240 terrorism suspects still 
are held. The companion 
House bill had already taken 
that step. 
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The underlying war 
funding measure has gotten 
relatively little attention, 
even though it would boost 
total approved spending for 
the Iraq and Afghanistan 
wars above $900 billion. 
The Pentagon would receive 
$73 billion under the 
legislation, including $4.6 
billion to train and equip 
Afghan and Iraqi security 
forces; $400 million to 
train and equip Pakistan’s 
security forces, and $21.9 
billion to procure new mine- 
resistant vehicles, aircraft, 
weapons and ammunition, 
among other items. 

The House version adds 
$11.8 billion to Obama’s 
request, including almost 
$4 billion for new weapons 
and military equipment 
such as eight C-17 cargo 
planes, mine-resistant 
vehicles, Bradley Fighting 
Vehicles and Stryker 
armored vehicles. The 
House measure also adds 
$2.2 billion to Obama’s 
request for foreign aid, 


much of which appears to 
be designed to get around 
spending limits for 2010. 
The Senate measure 

contains less for weapons 
procurement and foreign 
aid, setting up potentially 
nettlesome negotiations. 

In the end, several Senate 
amendments were added, 
including one to block 
the release under the 
Freedom of Information 
Act of government 

photographs showing the 
abuse of detainees. The 
administration is fighting 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union in federal court over 
the release of the photos, 
and the move was intended 
to bolster the government’s 
legal position. 

Republican Sen. Bob Corker 
won approval Thursday of 
an amendment requiring the 
president to set forth U.S. 
objectives in Afghanistan 
and Pakistan and issue 
quarterly reports detailing 
whether those goals were 
being met.Q

“You don’t raise your 
children to be terrorists,” said 
Aahkiyaah Cummings, his 
aunt. 

“I don’t know that guy that 
was arrested.” 

Just four years ago, Williams, 
now 28, told a parole board 
that prison was a wake-up call 
after his conviction on drug 
and weapons charges — drugs 
he said he sold because was 
making only $150 a week in 
his job. 

Onta Williams, 32, and 
Cromitie have also served 
prison sentences for drug 
convictions — Cromitie said 
in court he had used marijuana 
as recently as Wednesday. He 
said he was 55, though law 
enforcement records give his 
age as 44. 

Payen, 27, did time for 
attempted assault — in 2002, 
he and others fired a BB 
gun out a vehicle’s window, 
hitting two people in the head. 
He snatched purses from two 
women later the same day, 
said state Division of Parole 
spokeswoman Heather Groll. 
Payen appears to be a Haitian 
citizen, while the other three 
are Americans. The Williamses 
are not related. 

New York City Police 
Commissioner Raymond 
Kelly said he believed the 
defendants knew each other 
from their time behind bars. 
Relatives said Payen, David 


Williams and Onta Williams 
were introduced to Islam 
in prison — a phenomenon 
present in prisons around the 
United States in recent years. 
“The Onta I know wouldn’t 
do something like this, but the 
new Onta, yeah,” said Richard 
Williams, an uncle. “He 
wasn’t raised this way. All this 
happened when he became a 
Muslim in prison.” 

He said his nephew, who 
loaded tractor-trailer trucks at 
a warehouse, had been shaken 
by his mother’s death in 2006 
and a separation from his wife. 
She has custody of his three 
children. 

Payen was apparently staying 
in a rundown house that 
neighbors say was known 
as a home for parolees. 
Penniless and jobless, he had 
been fighting deportation 
and seeking custody of his 
3-year-old son, said Hamin 
Rashada, an assistant imam at 
the Masjid al-Ikhlas mosque, 
where authorities say the 
informant first met Cromitie 
in June 2008. 

The mosque is led by a state 
prison chaplain who converted 
to Islam years ago when he 
himself was an inmate, and 
has since become a respected 
community leader, offering 
support to other ex-convicts. 
Cromitie was burning with 
anger about the U.S. war in 
Afghanistan, where his parents 
had lived before he was born, 
according to the criminal

In 
another conversation with the 
informant, Onta Williams said 
that the U.S. military is killing 
Muslims “so if we kill them 
here with IEDs and Stingers, 
it is equal,” according to court 
papers. 

A woman who answered the 
phone at a Bronx listing for 
several of Cromitie’s relatives 
said she didn’t want to speak 
about him and hung up. No 
one answered the door at his 
Newburgh address.

MEXICO CITY (AP) — 
Security camera footage 
shows that guards at a 
Mexican prison nonchalantly 


stood by as 53 dangerous 
inmates walked out — and 
didn’t rush into action with 
their guns drawn until well 
after their convoy of escape 
vehicles had disappeared 
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into the inky night. 

The footage published 
by Reforma newspaper 
Thursday provides a rare 
inside look at lax security 
inside Mexico’s prisons, 
a problem that makes 


prosecuting drug smugglers 
vastly more difficult. Interpol 
described the worst of the 
criminals, who escaped 
without firing a shot, as 
“a risk to the safety and 
security of citizens around 
the world.” Interpol issued 
an international security 
alert for 11 of the prisoners 
involved in the 2-minute- 
and-52-second prison break 
Saturday in Cieneguillas, 
in the northern state of 
Zacatecas. About a dozen 
of the prisoners were drug 
cartel suspects. 

The video shows bored- 
looking guards watching TV 
before one of the prisoners 
opens an unlocked gate 
to his cell block and then 
orders a group of inmates to 
follow him into the guards’ 
room. The guards step aside, 
making no moves to stop 
the escape, until they are 
shoved into the cell block by 
the inmates, some of them 
armed. Prisoners then cover 
the camera with a blanket. 
Meanwhile, a second 
security camera outside the 
prison filmed the arrival of 
gunmen in police cars with

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flashing lights shortly before 
5 a.m. Two guards run to 
open the front gate without 
questioning the drivers. 
Eight gunmen wearing 
jackets with federal police 
insignia then enter the prison 
building and escort the 
inmates to the cars waiting 
in the prison parking lot. 
After they are gone, one 
guard with his hands bound 
by plastic luggage ties is 
seen walking calmly down 
an empty hall. 

Only after the convoy is well 
out of the picture can guards 
be seen running toward 
the gate, some crouching 
with their guns drawn. 
Reforma added in a caption 
that the guards appeared to 
overacting for the cameras, 
“in Jim Carrey style.”

And Otto Roberto Herrera 
Garcia, who helped turn 
Guatemala into a corridor for 
U.S.-bound cocaine, escaped 
in May 2005 from a jail in 
southern Mexico City. That 
jail’s warden, his deputy and 
10 others were arrested for 
allegedly accepting bribes 
to facilitate his freedom. He 
was arrested two years later 
in Bogota, Colombia.

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Bolivia president seeks improved U.S. relations

LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP) 
President Evo Morales called 
for an about-face in relations 
with Washington on Thursday, 
saying past diplomatic spats 
can be overcome if the new 
U.S. government refrains from 
meddling in Bolivian affairs. 
Morales met with U.S. envoy 
Thomas Shannon, Assistant 
Secretary of State for Western 
Hemisphere Affairs, who said 
their talks were a “good start” 
toward improving ties. 

Morales urged the U.S. not to 
interfere in Bolivian domestic 
matters, as he often claims it 
does, and said the nations must 
treat each other with “mutual 
respect.” His government has 
expressed hope for improved 
ties under President Barack 
Obama, although Morales last 
month said he still believes 
Washington is conspiring 
against him. The leftist leader, 
a close ally of Venezuela and 
Cuba, also said U.S. aid should 
go to his government rather than 
to the private groups he claims 
are working to oust him. 

U.S.-Bolivian relations frayed 
last year when Morales expelled 
the U.S. ambassador to La Paz, 
claiming the diplomat had 
conspired with his opponents 
to incite violence. He also 


suspended cooperation with 
U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration agents, accusing 
them of espionage and funding 
“criminal groups” trying to 
undermine his government. 

U.S. officials denied the charges, 
and former President George W. 
Bush’s administration booted 
Bolivia’s envoy to Washington, 
suspended trade preferences 
and added Bolivia to its anti¬ 
narcotics blacklist. 

Though little concrete progress 
was made after two days of 
meetings, talks helped reset 
the tone to pursue a new 
relationship, officials on both 
sides said. 

Bolivia will not welcome the 
DEA in its territory, but it does 
acknowledge the anti-drug 
fight as a shared responsibility, 
Presidential Minister Juan 
Ramon Quintana said after 
meeting with Shannon later 
Thursday. 

Shannon acknowledged that 
persisting differences will 
require “creative diplomacy,” 
but said the U.S. hopes “to have 
relations of equality with all the 
countries of Latin America.” 
“We’ve found the Bolivian 
government very willing and 
deeply interested in building a 
new stage in relations,” he said. 
Shannon declined to comment 
on reports he would be named 
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the next U.S. Ambassador to with the American president released an official statement

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Catholic Church shamed by Irish abuse report

DUBLIN (AP) — After a 
nine-year investigation, a 
commission published a 
damning report Wednesday on 
decades of rapes, humiliation 
and beatings at Catholic 
Church-run reform schools for 
Ireland’s castaway children. 
The 2,600-page report 
painted the most detailed 
and damning portrait yet of 
church-administered abuse 
in a country grown weary 
of revelations about child 
molestation by priests. 

The investigation of the tax- 
supported schools uncovered 
previously secret Vatican 
records that demonstrated 
church knowledge of 
pedophiles in their ranks all 
the way back to the 1930s. 
Wednesday’s five-volume 
report on the probe — which 
was resisted by Catholic 
religious orders — concluded 
that church officials shielded 
their orders’ pedophiles from 
arrest amid a culture of self- 
serving secrecy. 

“A climate of fear, created 
by pervasive, excessive 
and arbitrary punishment, 
permeated most of the 
institutions and all those run 
for boys. Children lived with 
the daily terror of not knowing 
where the next beating was 
coming from,” Ireland’s 
Commission to Inquire Into 
Child Abuse concluded. 
Victims of the abuse, who 
are now in their 50s to 80s, 
lobbied long and hard for an 
official investigation. They 
say that for all its incredible 
detail, the report doesn’t nail 
down what really matters — 
the names of their abusers. 

“I do genuinely believe that 
it would have been a further 
step towards our healing if 
our abusers had been named 
and shamed,” said Christine 
Buckley, 62, who spent the 
first 18 years of her life in 
a Dublin orphanage where 
children were forced to 


manufacture rosaries — and 
were humiliated, beaten and 
raped whether they achieved 
their quota or not. 

The Catholic religious 
orders that ran more than 
50 workhouse-style reform 
schools from the late 19th 
century until the mid-1990s 
offered public words of 
apology, shame and regret 
Wednesday. But when 
questioned, their leaders 
indicated they would continue 
to protect the identities of 
clergy accused of abuse — 
men and women who were 
never reported to police, and 
were instead permitted to 
change jobs and keep harming 
children. 

The Christian Brothers, which 
ran several boys’ institutions 
deemed to have harbored 
serial child molesters and 
sadists on their staff, insisted it 
had cooperated fully with the 
probe. The order successfully 
sued the commission in 2004 
to keep the identities of all of 
its members, dead or alive, 
unnamed in the report. No real 
names, whether of victims 


or perpetrators, appear in the 
final document. 

The Christian Brothers’ leader 
in Ireland, Brother Kevin 
Mullan, said the organization 
had been right to keep names 
secret because “perhaps we 
had doubts about some of the 
allegations.” 

“But on the other hand, 
I’d have to say that at this 
stage, we have no interest in 
protecting people who were 
perpetrators of abuse,” Mullan 
said, vowing to “cooperate 
fully with any investigation or 
any civil authority seeking to 
explore those matters.” 
Buckley, who said she was 
abused at an orphanage run by 
the Sisters of Mercy, which ran 
several refuges for girls where 
the report documented chronic 
brutality, said the religious 
orders for years branded the 
victims as money-seeking 
liars — and were incapable of 
admitting their guilt today. 

She criticized Mullan for 
suggesting that “today, having 
read the report, he doesn’t 
mind if the abusers are named 
and shamed. Isn’t that a little 


bit late for us?” 

The report found that 
molestation and rape were 
“endemic” in boys’ facilities, 
chiefly run by the Christian 
Brothers order, and supervisors 
pursued policies that increased 
the danger. Girls supervised 
by orders of nuns, chiefly 
the Sisters of Mercy, suffered 
much less sexual abuse 
but frequent assaults and 
humiliation designed to make 
them feel worthless. 

“In some schools a high level 
of ritualized beating was 
routine. ... Girls were struck 
with implements designed 
to maximize pain and were 
struck on all parts of the body,” 
the report said. “Personal 
and family denigration was 
widespread.” 

Ireland’s myriad religious 
orders, much like their mother 
church, have been devastated 
by 15 years of scandals 
involving past cover-ups of 
abusers in their ranks. 

The Christian Brothers have 
withdrawn from running 
several schools that still bear 
their name and the order has 


had few recruits in Ireland in 
the past two decades. Other 
orders are down to a handful 
of members, and their bases 
are closer to nursing homes 
than active missions. 

“Most of these orders will 
literally die out in Ireland 
within the next generation 
or so,” said Michael Kelly, 
editor of the Irish Catholic 
newspaper in Dublin. “Many 
of them are already in wind¬ 
up mode. They lack the 
confidence even to seek new 
vocations (recruits), due to 
the stigma associated with 
their members’ shocking, 
scandalous behavior.” 

The Irish government, which 
in 1999 apologized for its 
role in permitting decades 
of abuse and established the 
commission to nail down the 
full truth of the matter, has 
tried to use money to bring 
closure to the victims. 
Agovemment-appointedpanel 
has paid 12,000 survivors of 
the schools, orphanages and 
other church-run residences an 
average of €65,000 ($90,000) 
each — on condition they 
surrender their right to sue 
either the church or state. 
About 2,000 more claims 
are pending. Irish Catholic 
leaders cut a controversial 
deal with the government in 
2001 that capped the church’s 
contribution at €128 million 
($175 million) — a fraction 
of the final cost. 

Some victims emphasized, 
even as they began thumbing 
through the report, that 
nothing — not even criminal 
convictions of their long- 
ago tormentors — will ever 
put right their psychological 
wounds and make their 
nightmares go away. 

Tom Sweeney, who spent 
five years in two Christian 
Brothers-run institutions 
where he was placed for 
truancy, says he suffered 
sexual abuse and beatings. He 
also has bitter memories about 
more everyday humiliations 
— such as being forced to 
wrap his urine-stained sheets 
around his neck and parade in 
front of other children when 
he’d wet his bed. 

“It’s something you’ll never 
forget, the way you lived in 
these industrial schools,” he 
said.Q

Japan’s child mortality rates are also among the 
world’s lowest, according to statistics published 
Thursday by the World Health Organization. 
For every 1,000 babies of both sexes born in 
Japan, 996 will make it past their fifth birthday 
— a key indicator of the health of a nation. Most 
European countries fare equally well on child 
mortality, while the United States limps behind 
both in child mortality and life expectancy. 

The tiny nation of San Marino, which is 
surrounded by Italy, has the world’s lowest 
child mortality and boasts the longest average 
life span for men anywhere, at 81 years. 
Children in the West African country of Sierra 
Eeone and Afghanistan are at the other end of 
the scale. About a quarter will die before the age 
of five, and overall life expectancy is short. 
Men in Sierra Eeone live on average just 39 
years, while women live to 43. In Afghanistan 
both sexes fare badly, with men and women 
living to 41 and 42, respectively. 

The figures for 2007 are the latest available. 
The data showed that some countries have 
made remarkable progress in increasing life 
expectancy since 1990—partly by ending wars, 
partly through successful health initiatives, and 
child mortality rates have been key. 

“The decline in the death toll of children under 
five illustrates what can be achieved,” said 
WHO’s director of statistics, Ties Boerma. 

The increased use of insecticide-treated 
mosquito nets for malaria, oral rehydration 
therapy for diarrhea, better access to vaccines 
and improved water and sanitation in developing 
countries are proving particularly effective, he 
said. 

“The signs are really encouraging for many 
countries, and they weren’t encouraging in the 
1990s,” said WHO’s director of statistics, Ties 
Boerma.

Some 9 million children under 5 years old died 
in 2007, compared to 12.5 million in 1990. 
Eritrea in East Africa increased its average life 
expectancy during that period by 33 years to 61 
for men, and by 12 years to 65 for women. On 
the other side of the continent, in Liberia, the 
figure for men jumped 29 years to 54, and rose 
13 years to 58 for women. Angola, Bangladesh, 
Maldives, Niger and East Timor also increased 
their average life expectancies for both men 
and women by full 10 years. 

In the United States, life expectancy was on the 
rise for both sexes, but not so dramatically: up 
to 76 from 72 years for men, and to 81 from 79 
for women. 

The U.S., which spends the highest amount of 
money per person on health care — $6,719, 
also still lags on child mortality compared to 
other advanced nations. About eight in 1,000 
children will die before the age of 5 — an 
improvement from 11 per 1,000 in 1990 but 
still twice as many as in Japan. 

Other countries, meanwhile, showed a sharp 
decline since that time, especially in Africa, 
where AIDS and weak health systems take a 
heavy toll. 

In Zimbabwe, a yearslong economic crisis 
and rampant inflation have created serious 
shortages of food and medicine and forced 
medical workers to flee the country. Those 
factors are among the reasons that women’s 
life expectancy fell by 19 years to 44 and the 
men’s average fell 12 years to 45. 

The southern African nation of Lesotho recorded 
a 16-year drop for both men and women to 43 
and 47 respectively. In the nearby kingdom of 
Swaziland, women live to 49 year on average, 
a drop of 14 years, while men’s life expectancy 
declined by 12 years to 47. 

Botswana, Congo, Kenya, South Africa and 
Zambia also reported significant drops in life 
expectancy for both sexes.□

Tsvangirai singled out the 
continuing invasions of 
white-owned farms, blamed 
on militants and officials of 
Mugabe’s party, as one of 
the violations threatening the 
unity government. 

Western donors, led by the 
United States and Britain, 
have refused to provide aid to 
support the unity government, 


saying they want to see 
Mugabe’s commitment to the 
rule of law and ensure that aid 
reaches the people in need. 
Mugabe justified the land 
seizures, saying he was 
turning it over to landless 
peasants. Instead, most farms 
have gone to army generals, 
Cabinet minister, relatives and 
cronies. 

Tsvangirai cited the 
appointment of 10 provincial 
governors as progress in the 
government. The positions 
will be divided between 
the parties and five vacant 
ambassadorial posts will be 
filled by his Movement for 
Democratic Change and a 
smaller coalition partner. 
Mugabe will also allow 
opposition lawmaker Roy 
Bennett to be sworn in as 
deputy agriculture minister, 
he said. 

All previous appointments 
under Mugabe’s government, 
many open loyalists to the 
man who has ruled since 
independence in 1980, remain 
in their jobs on the strength 
of experience. That includes 
George Charamba, a Mugabe 
loyalist and harsh critic of 
Western media, who stays on 
as secretary for information. 
But Tsvangirai warned that 
civil servants showing party 
allegiance could be fired. 

“We are coming through a 
history of political affiliation 
by individuals. From today, it 
must be a thing of the past,”

NEW YORK (AP) — While 
Major League Baseball’s 
attendance is down 6.4 percent 
from a year ago and 20 of 
30 teams have experienced 
drops, commissioner Bud 
Selig is pleased with how 
the it is surviving a season of 
recession. “The clubs are very 
aggressive now in the way 
they’re reaching out. I actually 
complimented them today 
at the end of the meeting,” 
he said on Thursday after 
the team owners’ quarterly 
gathering. “You’ve got some 
teams in economic markets 
that have really, really been 
hurt.” 

The 30 teams averaged 28,661 
through Wednesday, down 
from 30,636 through May 20 
last year. And Selig said per 
capita spending on tickets 
combined with concessions 
had been “quite a bit reduced, 
there’s no question about it.”

CLEVELAND(AP)—Dwight 
Howard scored 30 points and 
Rashard Lewis added 22 as the 
Orlando Magic rallied from a 
15-point halftime deficit to 
hand LeBron James and the 
Cleveland Cavaliers their first 
loss of the postseason, 107-106 
on Wednesday in the Eastern 
Conference finals opener. 
James finished with 49 points, 
eight assists and six rebounds, 
but the league Most Valuable 
player walked off the floor with 
a slight limp after Cleveland’s 
stunning loss — just its third 
in 46 home games. 

Lewis made a 3-pointer with 
14.7 seconds left and the 
Magic, who dethroned the 
champion Boston Celtics in 
the previous round, survived 
two shots by Cleveland in the 
final seconds. Mo Williams 
missed a catch-and-shoot 
jumper off a jump ball as the 
horn sounded and the Cavs 
fell to 8-1 in the postseason. 
“It’s a big victory,” said 
Howard, who broke one of the 
shot clocks with a dunk in the 
opening minutes. “We kept 
fighting the whole game. We 
kept believing we could win.” 


Game 2 is Friday night at 
Quicken Loans Arena, which 
fell eerily silent after the 
Magic’s win. 

As fans headed to the exits, 
they turned to observe James 
still on the floor and bent over 
in obvious pain. He seemed to 
be bothered by cramps in the 
fourth quarter and was tended 
to by Cleveland’s training staff 
before slowly making his way 
to the locker room. 

“I’m not hurt,” said James, 
who felt the long layoff— the 
Cavs hadn’t played since May 
11 — may have contributed to 
the cramping. 

The Cavaliers lost their grip 
on the game with a stagnant 
third quarter that carried into 
the fourth. Also, the Magic 
shot 55 percent from the floor 
— 59 percent in the second 
half — against the league’s 
top defensive team. 

“That’s unacceptable,” James 
said. “We should have lost.” 
Orlando, which won two games 
and lost one against Cleveland 
in the regular season, took its 
first lead at 85-84 with 10:06 
left when Anthony Johnson 
hit a 3-pointer from the left 
corner. The bucket seemed to 
suck the air out of the raucous 


building and Cavs coach 
Mike Brown quickly called 
a timeout to stop the Magic’s 
run and get James back in. 

The Magic, though, kept 
making big shots with Lewis 
hitting a jumper with 31.6 
seconds left to give Orlando a 
104-103 lead. 

James then drove and scored 
on a runner while drawing a 
sixth foul on Howard, who 
added 13 rebounds. James 


completed the three-point 
play for a 106-104 lead but 
Lewis came down and buried 
his 3-pointer over a closing 
Anderson Varejao. 
OnCleveland’slastpossession, 
Delonte West missed an open 
3 pointer, but the Cavs were 
able to force a jump ball. 
James tipped it behind him to 
Williams, but his last-second 
prayer hit the back of the 
rimQ

Corte colombiana defiende su 
imparcialidad en tema reeleccion 


BOGOTA (AP) - El presidente de la Corte 
Constitucional defendio el jueves la imparcialidad 
de esa instancia que debera examinar la legalidad 
de una consulta popular que permitiria una 
segunda reeleccion consecutiva del mandatario 
Alvaro Uribe. 

El presidente de la Corte Constitucional, 
magistrado Nilson Pinilla, salio al paso de las 
criticas de opositores al referendum, como el ex 
mandatario Andres Pastrana (1998-2002), quien 
dijo a medios locales que algunos de los jueces 
de esa corte son de “bolsillo” de Uribe y que, 
por tanto, se daba por descontado que avalaran 
la consulta. Los opositores al referendum dicen 
que Uribe —reelegido en 2006 tras promover 
una primera reforma constitucional con la que 
consiguio su segundo mandato— concentra 
demasiados poderes y que eso va contra la 
independencia de los poderes del estado. 

Los nueve magistrados de la Corte 
Constitucional, maxima instancia para dirimir 
asuntos de la Carta Magna, son elegidos por el 
Senado de ternas de candidatos propuestas por 
el presidente de la Republica, la Corte Suprema 
y otra instancia judicial colombiana llamada el 
Consejo de Estado. 

Con un periodo de magistratura de ocho anos, 
esos magistrados coincidian algunos y otros no - 


-dependiendo si se jubilaban o se retiraban— con 
el periodo de gobierno de un jefe de estado. Pero 
con la reeleccion del 2006, en el organismo hay 
tres magistrados elegidos de temas presentadas 
por Uribe. 

Ademas, los aliados del presidente son mayoria 
en el Senado y la Camara de Representantes. 
Pinilla descarto los senalamiento de Pastrana y se 
quejo diciendo que era “falta de oficio empezar 
a decir esa cosas”. “Es mejor ocuparse de 
temas despues de haberlos estudiado y no hacer 
descalificaciones, que son muy desafortunadas”, 
dijo Pinilla a los reporteros tras un acto en el 
centro de la ciudad. 

En la Corte Constitucional “no recibimos 
ninguna clase de presiones y la determinacion 
que se tome (sobre el referendum) sera en 
derecho. De manera que quienes piensen que nos 
pueden presionar van a perder el tiempo”, agrego 
el magistrado. El Senado, de 102 miembros, 
aprobo el martes el proyecto de ley para llamar 
a la consulta, pero como el texto del referendum 
aprobado por los senadores fue diferente al 
ratificado por la Camara de Representantes en 
2008, ahora debe conciliarse un nuevo texto y 
ser votados por ambas camaras. Si recibe el visto 
bueno del legislativo, el tema pasara a la Corte 
Constitucional. □
